ANYTHING 
TO BKAT 
JONES. 


SENATOJt 


Senator John P. Jones baa incurred 


the deadly enmity of every politician 
in Nevada who talks for silver and 
votes for gold, and the cry of these 
Wall street auxiliaries to-day ia "any- 
thing to beat Jones." When asked 
what Senator Jones has done, except 
to place the silver question above 
party, to incur the ill will of any Ne- 
vadan, the answer is. "He has left the 
Republican party." 
When further 


questioned as to the cause of his wav- 
ing the Republican party, an evasive 
reply or none at all is vouchsafed 
the ques»ioner 


Why did Senator Jones sever bis 


connection with the Republican party ? 
lu his communication to the State 
Central Committee he answers the 
question in these words: 


Having become firmly convinced 


that the Republican party organization 
is unalterably opposed to the free corn- 
age of silver »t the American ratio of 
16 to 1, or at all, except with the con- 
sent of foreign governments, and at a 
ratio to be dictated by them, I have to 
announce that I can no longer act with 
that party. 


That is the height ot his offending. 


As a true friend of silver, one whose 
voice in the Senate and on the stump 
has been for free coinage since silver 
was demonetized, he could not stultify 
himself and affiliate with a party that 
he is firmly convinced is unalterably 
opposed to it. The people of Nevada 
are therefore urged by a few men who 
care much more for office than they do 
for the welfare of the State, to defeat 
him for reelection. 
Could anything 


be more inconsistent than the argu- 
ments of those Wall Street auxiliaries? 
Parading as silver man they are doing 
all in their power to defeat one of the 
staunchest and ablest advocates of the 
silver cause in or out of the United 
States because he declines to affiliate 
with a party that he is firmly con- 
vinced is unalterably opposed to free 
coinage. 


What do those pretended silver men 


want ? A man that would stay with a 
party and use his influence to keep it 
in the ascendancy that is opposed to 
the principal industr., of the State ? 
.Senator Jones knew the sentiments of 
the Republican organization on the 
silver question two years ago. The 
platform of the party in the several 
States in which elections were held 
last November prove that, and if far- 
ther proof is necessary, no doubt the 
present Congress, with its overwhelm- 
ing Republican majority, will furnish 
it. Why then, in the name of common 
sense, should any sane person who be- 
lieves that the free coinage of silver 
would benefit the State and the conn- 
try at large affiliate with it? A few 
who expect office in the event of Re- 
publican success next year will do so 
as a few did with the Democratic 
party in 1892, bat as a large majority 
of the people of the State expect no 
Federal pap, they will support tne 
party that pledges itself to open the 
mints to silver as well as gold. 


MeKi&ley tariff rertomi, n.-i-orrtiny lo 
Republican papers published in the 
factory districts, and there are millions 
< 


of people who cannot afford to pay 
doable the present price for woolen 
clothing who do not want theMoKinley 
doty on woolen goods restored. Wool 
is cheaper in the Boston market, to-day 
than it ia in England, and New England 
is satisfied and it generally seta the 
fashion in tariff schedules. It is prob- 
able that the present tariil law will be 
modified, as it does not produce suf- 
ficient revenue for the support of the 
Government, bat that the McKinley 
tariff will be restored is very improb- 
able. 
Mr. Reed, who has the Presi- 


dential bee in bis bonnet, is going to 
fight shy of the McKiuley tariff and it 
is not likely that the House of Repre- 
sentatives under his domination will 
pass a bill placing a duty of 10 or 12 
cents per pound on wool and of 94 per 
cent on woolen goods. 


THE " NEWS " DOES NOT ANSWER 


The Carson News finds fault with Ne- 


vada papers for "howling about the 
free coinage of silver." The JOURNAL 
asked the News to kindly inform the 
people of the State what, in its opin- 
ion, would advance their interests 
more tban the free coinage of silver? 


The information which the News vol- 


unteers in answer to this question is 
that "its editor was born within a dozen 
miles of the State line and that the 
JOURNAL changed its politics to Silver 
party and disposed of its soul for A 
consideration." 


If the editor of the News was born 


within twelve miles of the State line, 
that circumstance, important as he may 
consider it, does not, so far, seem to 
benefit Nevada as free coinage would, 
and if the JOUKSAL changed its politics 
to Silver party, and "disposed of its 
soul for a consideration," that does not 
advance the interests of the State, as 
would free coinage. 


If the News will, publicly or privately 


give its authority for the assertion that 
the JOUBNAL changed its p olitics to the 
Silver party for a consideration, the 
JOURNAL will take the trouble to satisfy 
tne News that its informant does not 
tell the troth. 


But as the birthplace of the editor of 


the jVeiw and the assertion that the

Witness testified as to the acid con- 


tracts and quantity and quality of the 
acids used in the mint, and that since 
commencement the Government al- 
lowance for loss or wastage in the 
mint operations had 
amounted to 


$87,000; testified as to the assays taken 
from the mint, covered mint sewer, 
samples of which sent to Professor 
Price, San Francisco, gave an aggre- 
gate of $350 in gold from the debris or 
sediment of the sewer, 1,100 feet in 
length to its outlet. 


Noteware was first on the stand this 


morning. In order to settle the dispute 
relative to age changing the color o! 
bullion bars or their being made to 
look younger or fresher by the artific- 
ial means termed 'Jpiokling" bar 305 
was produced, cast in the early part ol 
April last, when William Pickler was 
deposit melter. It was placed side by 
sida with one of the bars of the spuri 
ous, a piece of blue litmus paper we' 
and placed upon each, and after drying 
it showed 305 to be '-pickled" and the 
spurious bar, 164, stnctly virtuous sil 
ver. 


P. B Ellis repeated his former testi- 


mony as to his cleaning out and assay- 
ing of the tanks in the mint yard, 
which receive the waste v.ashings that 
pass off down the sewer, and the tank 
which received the acid solution to be 
returned to the Morgan mill. The as- 
says amounted to but a trifle, not 
worth practical consideration, also the 
lead pipe used in transferring the solu- 
tion to the wagon tank. 


The litharge generally used in assay- 


ing contains traces of silver, but no 
gold, peihaps 94 cents to the ton. 


Assisted in procuring the samples of 


the sedimentary deposits along the 
watercourse below the outlet of the 
mint sewer—twelve samples in all; be- 
lieve them to be fair average samples, 
carefully selected; assayed them in the 
mint.

Vaccination- Test Case Presented 


and Submitted. 


The case brought to test the legality 


of the late order of the Board of Health 
requiring all school children to be 
vaccinated under penalty of »xpulsion 
was heard in the District Court yester- 
day. T. V. Julien, the Drs. Phillips, 
Dr. Lewis and Professor Bray were 
the only witnesses examined. 
Mr. 


Norcross, as attorney for Mr. Juliet^ 
endeavored to show that the Legisla- 
ture never intended and as a matter of 
fact had not conferred upon the Board 
of Health the power to enforce com- 
pulsory vaccinationfand that if it had 
<1 one so, the Act to that extent ia un- 
constitutional and void. That the ques- 
tion of vaccination was a subject upon 
which the ' Legislature could act in- 
telligently and therefore could not, 
under the Constitution, delegate that 
power to another body. He contended 
that the whole power conferred upon 
the Board of Health was of a sanitary 
nature and could only be enforced in 
the midst of epidemics and contagious 
diseases. It was not denied that the 
Board had authority to establish quar- 
antine in case of epidemics or con- 
tagious diseases, and to cause the re- 
moval of disease-breeding nuisance?, 
but denied the legal right of the Board 
to establish 
universal vaccination 


among school children or any other 
class, or of all the people. 


Mr. Summerfleld appeared for the 


Board of Health, and in his argument 
contended that the Board had not ex- 
ceeded its authority in promulgating 
the order in question. 


It was shown by the evidence that 


the late order published by the Board 
of Health was the one adopted and 
made ajwrt of the records of its 
regular meetings. 


The entire day was taken up with the 


case. 


Owingto the lateness of the hour Mr. 


Julien s%ted that unless the court de- 
sired to dispose of the matter at orife 
he would prefer to submit to the court 


list of the authorities ho had con- 


sulted and his views of the subject in 
writing. The court signified a willing- 
ness to have th'e matter take that 
coarse. The case was therefore sub- 
mitted aud tho conrt took the whole 
matter under advisement and will prob- 
ably render a decision next week. As 
the decision will affect school children 
in all portions of the State, it will be 
looked forward to with great interest.

beaten than any other around onr co.'*t 
The rock is 80 feet in heigiit, .md the 
lighthouse towers another 70 feet above, 
yet, in winter gales, the Atlantic bil- 
lows literally bombard tbe massive 
structure and have oveii smashed m n 
portion of the lantern at ihe summit of 
the erection, the seas frequently sweep- 
ing over the rock with tremendous 
force. Some two or three years ago the 
etormy weather then prevailing prevent- 
ed all communication with the rook for 
ui.uiy veeks, so that the store of food 
was coiisnmed, with the exception of 
porno flour. At last a schooner managed 
to approach ^Efficiently near to enable a 
^mall quantity of food to be dragged 
through the sea by the hungry men, an.l 
fortnijiitely (ho next day the sea mod- 
er.aed, and tbo ttores were once more 
fully ipylenished. 


Except m very calm weather the 


Fastnet is surrounded by a fringe of 
foam, and the only means of landing is 
by the aid of a "jib" 58 feet in length, 
so placed on the lock that, in iroderate 
weather, its end teaches outside the 
surf. When a visitor wishes to land (an 
ttunsaal occurrence), he is rowed in a 
small boat as near as the waves permit, 
and the lightkeepers throw ont a Final! 
bnoy, attached to a rope, which is se- 
cured by the man in the boat The jib 
is then swung ont, and the visitor, 
placing one foot in the loop and catch- 
ing tight hold of the rope, is hoisted 
about 40 feet vertically, and then the 
jib, being pivoted at its foot, swings 
him horizontally about 100 feet on to a
